TOWN OF FREEDOM 
RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be 
used in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to 
parliamentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator’s 
rules at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s rules, or estab- 
lish new rules, will always take precedence to other business which is already “on 
the floor”. 


So that you will know the groundrules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


e The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 


e There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the arti- 
cle. (usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the 
warrant). 


e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 


e Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


e When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 


e If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then 
continue considering the original motion as it has now been amended, If 
the amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form 
prior to the motion to amend. 


e A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 5 
voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


e A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writ- 
ing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be requested 
before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from the 
Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a ques- 
tion or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), but if 
you want the Town Meeting to discuss and voice on your idea, you have to get it 
on the table with a motion. Let's work together to have a successful and efficient 
meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORTS 


As the year 1993 commences we have many note worthy plans, some 
to complete, others to present at Town Meeting for approval by the vot- 
ers. They are as follows: 


1. To complete the final paving phase on the Ossipee Lake Project in 
late spring. 


2. Getting approval for a cost not yet determined to retrofit the Town 
Hall and Office building so as to fully comply with federal mandates, 
as outlined by the American Disabilities Act. 


3. To get Town approval to adopt a numbering system whereby every 
building will have a number - so that we will be “911 ready” when it 
comes on line in 1995. 


4. To have all Selectmen more involved in our local landfill. Many deci- 
sions will be facing the selectmen in the summer of 1993, whether or 
not to close the landfill as the state recommends or to use it as long as 
possible, knowing the cost of closure is rising geometrically. 


The law of diminishing returns is obvious in our 9 acre landfill. You 
simply cannot continue to dump increasing amounts of waste into a fixed 
amount of land for this we must prepare. 

The Solid Waste Division in Concord tells us their policy is to phase 
out unlined landfills in 3 to 5 years, with incentives to do so as early as 
October of 1993. 

Whatever path we take we face a period of debate and decision and 
solutions will not be easily found. 

Once again local control will suffer, and yet it will be the locals who 
will have to dig deep to carry the heavy financial burden created by these 
problems. I] hope Freedom voters will support the $50,000 recommend- 
ed by the Planning Board in Article 10. 

Lastly please join the selectmen in thanking the Tax Collector and 
Treasurer who are retiring this year, for a job well done. This will leave a 
void that will be hard to fill. Public service needs constant attention, con- 
stant change, constant improvement and needs to attract people to share 
their time in filling voids such as these.

] will start this Report by gladly stating we had no major fire in town 
this year.We worked with our neighboring towns within the Mutual Aid 
System at Thirteen Structure Fires. One of the leading causes of Fire in 
the Home is Chimney Fires. They were on a decline this year in Town, 
and have been for the past few years. | believe we owe this to good FIRE 
PREVENTION and safer practices with our Wood Burning Appliances. 

At this time I would like to thank all the Freedom Vol. Firemen for 
their Devotion and Professionalism when called upon. The Department 
now has Seventeen Senior Members and Five Junior Members. They 
give many hours of time with the Department for Work and Training to 
serve you better. 

New Items have been brought into the Fire Service. Such as the use 
of Class A Foam, which we have and use faithfully. It gives us the capa- 
bility of taking A 1000 Gals. of Water, properly mixing it with Class A 
Foam thus giving us the equivalent of 3000 Gals. of Water. This will help 
us dearly to address the problems of fighting fires in remote areas with 
limited water accesses. 

I end my Report by thanking the Selectmen for all their Cooperation 
and Support and also to the Citizens of Freedom for their much needed 
support.

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CHIEF OF POLICE REPORT 


To the Selectmen of Freedom and the Citizens of the Town: 


The year 1992 is now behind us and as I look back and go over the 
activity for 1992, | find that the need for Police protection is ever 
increasing. As each year passes we are required to meet a variety of new 
challenges and demands. 

In 1991 we found that the need for additional daytime patrol was 
now necessary. In April we addressed this problem and hired Officer Jim 
Brown to fill the gap. This gave us an additional 32 hours of patrol per 
week, and we found this to be very successful. 

Our calls for service in 1992 were up 24% from the previous year. 
We responded to a total of 347 calls for service. The calls most frequent- 
ly answered are domestic violence (78 calls for service), burglaries and 
motor vehicle accidents. 

A great deal of our time is spent on motor vehicle activity. With the 
rebuilding of the Ossipee Lake Road we were concerned that speed 
would be a real problem. For that reason we spent numerous hours run- 
ning radar on the new road thus keeping speeds to a minimum. 

I] would like to take this opportunity to thank the Town Officials, my 
officers, other department heads, all assisting police agencies, and the 
citizens of Freedom for their assistance and cooperation this past year, 
and I look forward to another successful year in 1993.

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FREEDOM CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1992 


This has been a year of great change for the Freedom Conservation 
Commission. 

We all were saddened by the sudden death of Barnes Compton. Barney was a 
faithful and long-time member of the Commission. In addition to being familiar 
with all the remote areas of Freedom his attendance at the meeting quite often 
sparked lively discussions. His presence will be greatly missed. 

Later in the year Don Johnson stepped down as chairman of the 
Commission but graciously agreed to remain as a regular member. Don is one of 
the original members of the commission and has devoted a great deal of his own 
time to make the Commission run efficiently. Without his efforts and devotion 
the Freedom Conservation Commission would certainly not be what it is today. 
We, of the Commission would like to thank Don for a job well done. 

As a result of these changes the composition of the board has changed with 
Barry Keith and Alan Grant becoming co-chairmen. Tina Goode has moved from 
an alternate position to a permanent one and continues to do a professional job 
as secretary. 

We were pleased to have the addition of two alternate members: William 
Klotz and Robert Kebler. The commission now has a full compliment of mem- 
bers and alternates. 

Historically, the Commission has been busiest during late spring, through the 
summer and into the early fall. This is the time when we-monitor Wetlands 
Permits by making site visitations, talking to landowners and contractors and 
making recommendations to the State Wetlands Board in Concord which has the 
ultimate decision making authority. 

This year has seen an enormous increase in timber harvesting in Freedom. 
As a result we have monitored closely the Intent to Harvest Applications with 
regard to possible or actual wetlands impact and again made recommendations 
to the Wetlands Board. 

As much of the harvesting is done during the late fall and winter, the 
Commission is now very active on a year round basis. 

Members of the Commission continue to attend as many seminars and con- 
ferences as possible to keep up with the latest laws and philosophies in the con- 
servation world. 

Meetings are held monthly in the Town Hall and are well advertised. All 
interested citizens are invited to attend and to feel free to add their input.
